Those who have never felt the knawing 
feeling and craving for liquor which a 
drunkard feels, are little qualified to 
judge of the power that is needed to 
master the appetite. To use the words 
of Dr. Rowell on his recent lectures on 
alcohol: “I¢é has never been told by 
mortal tongue, and never can. It can- 
not be illustrated by comparison, be- 
cause there is nothing which can com- 
pare with it. dt is stronger than. any 
known power—more inexorable than 
any Other tyrant.” We mast never for- 
get thet every drunkard has suffered the 
greatest misfortune that can happen to 
man. That is, that he bas bad his moral 
resolution broken down—be bas been 
conquered and subjugated by the tyrant 
—appetite. To lift him up—to arm bim 
anew—and to enable bim to wage for 
himself a war of independence is one of 
the greatest and noblest undertakings. 
One that requires all the kindness, all 
the encouragement, all the charity and 
love that the human heart possesses. 
Sti, it is our duty to lifthimup. He 
may fail! Whatof that? Does that re- 
lease us from our duty to do unto others 
as we would bave them do unto us? He 
is possibly honest, and only requires 
moral resolution, and we should not 
leave him to perish. He is a man and a 
brother. His hopes in youth. manhood 
and maturer age, were as bright, strong. 
and apparently, as firm as ours. The 
only superiority that we can boast is 
that, rum has less tempting to us than 
to him.
